Npaces entirely missiag they may be 1 
tilU-d by transplanting from the bills | 
containing duplicates. The second and 
perhaps the third year it will pay to 
onltlyate com oetween the rows, alter 
which the trees should be regularly cul- 
tivated until they fully occupv the ground 
so as to keep down oy thttr shade all 
weods and grass. 

The petiod at which cultivation may 
he discontinued can not bo definitely 
Htated, as much will depend on the char- 
actor of the seasons and quality of the 
soil. Of course soveu feet each way will 
be too oloee for permanent trees, liut as 
they will protect eaoh other when small 
and make much better gr«)wth it is 
preferable to have them closely planted. 
When thoy hcp^in to crowd, the alternate 
tree in each row may be removed. The 
trees thus removed will be of Mflksient 
size to be useful in varion^ ways on the 
farm. A second tUinnltig will in a few 
years be necessary, taking the alteroata 
tree the other way. Your permanent 
trees will now stand fourteen feet apirt 
each way, a suffioient distatiee fur a 
number of years, though not for larjje 
trees, but tho ihinninu^s will always pay 
a large per cent, on tho vulnc of tlM 
gfOund occupied " -.V. }'.

A jour- 
nal that has instituted carefiU inquiriea 
regarding the matter asserts that the 
business of supplying consniners in this 
dtyaloiM now amoonts to 918,000,000 
per annum. Throttghout the Tnion 
there are eaten $75,<KX),000 worth of 
eggs eaoh year. The iraproTamanta 
:ichieved in imparting perm'inence to 
that freshness which ls one of the essen* 
tial attributes of the eg:g to m-vke it 
raiirkeial>lo ;ire certainly intjonious. The 
recontly-invented process of crystalliza- 
tion is one of the mo^t eurions'raethodi 
of afiiardini; aj^iinst this t)lit;lit of tasto- 
lessness. Hy its H«^eney tho natural e^g 
is changed into an ambe.r-huod vitrootis 
Huhstnn'-e, which, while re«lu(;edin bulk, 
has imparted to it the property c»f re- 
maining in edible cotidition for years 
and resisting the deleriorafiit;^ eff. et^ of 
chma'e. What is more singular than 
this Is that when thus treated the eirgs 
Cfin bo transported to any place without 
injury, and can afterward be restored to 
their original condldon when desirable 
by ad ling: the water which has been arti- 
ficially removed from the shell. This sim- 
ple process is called "desiccation," and 
the principal comp;Anics cnpri^jeil in thus 
preparing eggs are .situated in this city 
and St. l/mls. It Is said that neither 
salt nor oKtraneons m-itter is employed 
in pruducinjit -•desiccation.'* I ho egg 
is merely reduoed, by the Knuoval of 
the w iter, to a (!Oiisolidiited mass of 
yelk and albumen. Kggs aro also pre- 
serred by the pronesi of **iimin^," and 
thus preserved they may be utili/.ed for 
every purpose except that of boiling. It 
fa a*castom of some unscrupulous deal- 
ers to palm these "limed" eggs off on 
jurchasers as ••fresh country eijg*," and 
t can be done with ease ina su<'oets. 
n the ••desiiK5atin<r" process such fraud 
9 impossible, for the v(Ty siilticieut rea- 
son that an egg that is tainted, even 
though it he ever so slight Iv, can not bf

The celebrated wild man of tlio CainnB 
prairie wns killed recently by fome par- 
ties tnivrlinjr tlironjih tlu' prMijic While 
the trnvi'liTB wt'ie cnmited in llie foot- 
hille on tlie edire .of tiie preirie one of 
thrm, Tiiinnd ^licklcliniiry went r few 
buiuhed yarilH fmui ramp to kill sonie 
dnckp, taking witb liiin h hliotgnn loaded 
with lar^je tsliot. When ojily a enuple of 
hundred yards from catn|) the " Wild 
linn of Camns" jumped up from hiu hid- 
ing placp, and, aiter runnintf a nhort dis- 
tance, Btfipped and looked at Mieklehan« y 
throiijli (lis InrL'C, clnir ( yes a tnoiiient, 
then, with a shriek that Btruck terror to 
the hunter, and oantied him to ehndder 
M the <'i li(> rt scnniU d tlinni;.'!) the forest 
the man, with the ferocitv of a Ravage 
beatt of^e junnle, matie for Mii k^ 
haiu y po m'rrcly tlmt in order to iii>iire 
iiis own snfeiy lie emptied t)olh l)arrel8of 
trio^iii) into hi'ii, wlien he fell, apparent- 
ly dead. M icidcliiinpy went to liini, 
when the Ktranue t)eiin^ beiian to revive, 
and he put his foot on the man's neek 
and called to his comradea to bring an ax, 
ivmch they did with all poaaible haate. 
The m!>n esciipe*! just as they arrived, 
and with a pitiful moan regained his feet 
and started to ran. The ax was thrown 
at him, and as he turned his heatl to look 
back it struck him in tiie center of the 
forehead and he dropped lifeless to the 
ground. 

On examination he was found to be 
ntber tall, with full, dear eyes, and an 
tltfaordinarily larye head ; np.peared to 
be about forty-five vciirs of aj-'f, although 
not a ^rray hair could he seen. Tlu* wavy 
black h:.ir of his head hunj; low down, 
onto his body, and his liusliy beard wr.a 
about two and a half feet lontr. The body 
was also covered with a thick growth of 
hair about two inches in length. This 
was niKO Mack and vt iy tine. The finjier 
and toe nails were two inchea long, and 
resembled claws more than naili. He 
was wrapped in a lonu robe made of rab* 
bit skins. The skins were sewed together 
by linowef On exami ning the place from 
which he made his appearance it was 
fonnd that he had a very comfortable bed 
wtiich was made of the aoft bark of sage 
brush. It was r.inhT an over-hanv'inir 
rock, and well prott eted from the wind. 
Near the bid were two rabbits whiehhad 
most likely l>een kilie<I by stones. 

About ten years a^o an insane stage 
driver left Hoist- C iv and has never since 
been heard of. The "Wild Man of Camas" 
may be the same, having taken np his 
abode in the tin n descdate prairie, bnt 
seldom visited by whites. The "Wild 
man of Caraaa, haa, since first teen in 
1873, beo!i dreaded by the lotit ly traveler 
gnd prospector, who will be relieved to 
know that he is dead.
